^ASHINGTON (U P I) —Postm aster General Winton M. Blount said 
today the new postal system will provide nextday delivery of zip-coded 
airmail to principal cities within a 600 mile radius and second-day 
delivery of 95 per cent of airmail between most m ajor U. S. cities. 
s 
first time the Postal Service has ever stuck its neck out 
like this, 
Blount told reporters. “ It’s a very important first step on 
the road to improving service to the American people.” 
He also said the new Postal Service has decided to keep the separate 
airmail concept. The Johnson administration in 1968 proposed 
eliminating airmail and charging 10 cents for first class mail which 
normally would be delivered by air in most instances. 
Airmail deposited by 4 p. m. weekdays in some 3,500 airmail-only 
boxes in 500 selected cities will be delivered the next day within a 600- 
mile radius and within two days after deposit “ in virtually all 
principal cities in the continental United States,” Blount promised. 
He pledged similar delivery standards soon would be announced for 
first class mail. 
Airmail stamps will increase from 10 cents to 11 cents and the first 
class stam p will be raised from six to eight cents, beginning May 16. 
Blount said there is “ about a 25 per cent advantage today in airm ail 
over first class. I think this will widen that difference.” 
Blount said the new program would take effect April 22. He 
predicted a 95 per cent successful performance rate by July for the 
2.25 billion pieces of airm ail moved annually within the nation. 
This would compare with only 24 per'cent of airm ail which today 
achieves a one-day delivery standard and 70 per cent which arrives the 
second day.

Commissioners want master 
plan to replace water mains

Council to consider a m aster plan

addition to proposals for capital 
outlay expenditures of $1.76 million 
over the next decade. 
The 
c om mi ss ion 
approved 
Commissioner Ed Rodgers’ motion 
recommending the replacement of 
some of the city ’s steel w ater mains 
in the upcoming year and some cost 
s t u d i e s 
fo r 
a 
s y s t e m a t i c 
replacement of all deficient mains 
over a period of years. 
Lompoc has about 106 miles of 
mams, 
much of it 
in need of 
replacement 
according 
to 
Ken 
Dawson, public works director and 
A1 Thompson, water superintendent. 
A tentative projection of capital 
outlay costs through 1980 was based 
on a projected population of 30,000 
people, or about 4,000 above the 
present level. 
Dawson told the 
commission 
the figure of $1.76 
million does not include any funds 
for the necessary revamping of the 
system to handle imported water. 
The commission discussed the 
capital outlay needs on its wav to 
approval for a fiscal 1971-72 budget 
which calls for the expenditure of 
$589,505 up about six per cent over 
the current budget 
The sum does 
not include about $90,000 required 
for bond retirem ent. 


Dawson listed the following five 
major changes in the proposed 
budget over the current year:

—The installation of a m ajor 
water main in Cypress Avenue from 
A to O Streets — $34,000 to come 
from new funds and the balance 
from prior year funds

fullscale water rate study. 
—Funds 
for 
an 
analysis 
to 
determine load-bearing qualities of 
the byproduct sludge generated by 
the treatm ent plant. 
The commissioners 
asked 
the 
public works staff to validate the 
need for the new main in Cypress 
Avenue, and to explore the possible 
acquisition of federal funds for 
replacement of the deteriorating 
system. 


Dawson told the commission that 
the treatm ent plant was at or near 
capacity and that the city could not 
handle a new industry that needed 
sizable quantities of water. He also 
warned that a sudden emergency 
might deprive many homes of water 
because of the great demand on the 
service. 
In a comment on all the needs, 
Rodgers noted: “ We ought to warn 
the public that a rate hike is 
necessary and that the rate is not 
going to drop. ”

One sure way to tell the 
difference between a good 
golf swing and a bad one is 
to check the left knee.

The mod­ 
ern trend is toward a slight 
lateral shift, for control and 
consistency. I d e a l l y , you 
would shift about 65 per cent 
of your weight to your right 
on the backswing,

transfer it into the ball on 
your downswing. 
(Keeping 
both knees flexed from start 
to finish helps.) 


By shifting your weight 
this way, you are able to 
stay in balance and get more 
power.

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OCEAN FISHING 
What has become of the salmon is the question 
propounded to every visitor to Port San Luis, hoping 
somebody might come up with an answer! The Chinooks 
are just not there, and for what reason for the preceding» 
week was as salmon fishing should be. Pete Stremper who 
operates the boat hoist usually has an answer, but not this 
time. In fact he is the one who asks the sixty-four dollar 
question. Change of current seems to be the universal 
answer; no plankton for the bait, and no food fish for the 
salmon. Ho\yever from all reports the condition seems to 
exist at Monterey and even off the Golden Gate. Santa 
Barbara area, which was preening themselves on having 
the salmon in their area are now in the same condition. 
But as is usual in any sort of fishing, conditions can 
change over night. However, before making any long run to 
the harbor, it would be well to call Harbor Associates at 
Port San Luis, and Pete will give you the true answer on 
fishing. 
The wind has also been a factor to consider. One angler 
went out early last week, and was almost blown back into 
the harbor, he took the hint, and quit right there. 
Surf fishing started to pick up, with some nice bags of 
sizeable barred perch being taken at Guadalupe. But the 
day we went there, the wind almost blew a four ounce 
sinker back on shore, so we also went home! 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Lopez Lake was the only local water that was due to have 
been planted last week before the Easter holiday. Fishing 
for the most part was good, with some large trout being 
taken in the Cottonwood area. The pressure was pretty 
heavy, but apparently the taking of bags of sun fish 
appeared to satisfy at least the junior anglers, who did right 
well. A little more courtesy from some boat owners would 
be in place. We saw cases where the bank angler had to pull 
in his line to avoid loosing his gear to boats trolling within a 
very short distance of the shore. These individuals are 
presumably within their rights, as to speed etc. 
The attitude of the water skier and speed boat owner has 
changed very considerably The boating laws in the main 
are well adhered to, thanks to the sternly diplomatic 
attitude observed by the law enforcement officer of the 
lake. 
Nacimiento Lake's Art Price says that last week showed 
a very noticeable increase in the bass fishing, both as to 
quantity and size.. The largest fish for the week went over 
six and a half pounds, taken by trolling a Super Sonic lure. 
Lots of fish up to and over three pounds, also filling the 
string. Crappie fishing fair to good, when finally the angler 
has been able to locate the schools over submerged flats, 
with lots of stumps. Fish are about on the eight foot deep 
level, with feather jigs and meal worms best baits. 
White bass fishing excellent lake-wide, average fish 
running over a pound with the occasional lunker. There is a 
limit of three scrappers of five fish bag and possession 
Catfish up to six pounds being taken at night in the Bee 
Rock, and Dip and Snake Creek areas of the lake. Best bait 
clams and night crawers. 
The next to last day of the fishing derby saw a 6 pound 4 
ounce bass caught to take the $50 merchandise award. A 6 
pound 4 ounce catfish took a $20 award, with a 3 pound 
crappie and a 3 pound 11 ounce white bass getting $20 
awards All but the catfish are current leaders for the 
grand prize award at the end of May. 
Margarita Lake good on crappie and bass, the latter still 
being fished for in the deep holes, with plastic worms and 
lead head jigs, catfishing on the quiet side, but with rapidly 
warming water, should pick up 
Cachuma Lake reports bass fishing excellent, but we 
found trout fishing on the slow side, despite weekly 
plantings. 
It seems as tho fishing is over for the season in Manzana 
and Davy Brown Creeks. The DFG reports water too warm 
for game fish, so planting has been conf ined to Santa Ynez 
River. 
So far Oceano Lagoon does not appear to have been 
planted, though it was on the DFG list for this season. Cool 
springs keep the water in this popular small bodv of water 
on the cold side, and trout will apparently survive 
With parts of the State Water project being completed, 
combined with other water projects, many new lakes are 
gradually being opened to the public for fishing and are be­ 
ing gradually stocked by the DFG. The DFG is making the 
first plant of rainbow trout in Lake Cahuilla, near Indio, the 
terminus of the Coachella Canal. Riverside County will 
operate the recreation activities and in an agreement with 
the DFG will stock 5.000 rainbow each vear. The county has 
completed its part of the deal and the DFG will take over 
from now until the water gets too warm, when operations 
will cease until such time as the lake cools down to a trout 
temperature Under the agreement, the county makes a 
charge of $1 per person for fishing access. 
Of late we have been noting in many reports on the 
increasing size ol black bass being taken, witn fish often 
over ten pounds being caught. Not too many years ago, a 
seven pounder was indeed a monster fish, but it appears of 
late that we re getting bigger and better bass. Why ’ 
HUNTING 
An earlier statewide opening of pheasant season, earlier 
opening for quail on the north coast, increased bag limits 
and a 4 4 month mountain lion season are among 
recommendations of the DFG for the coming hunting 
season 
According to Ray Arnett, director of the DFG. opening of 
the pheasant and quail seasons earlier than the traditional 
weekend before Thanksgiving is designed to give hunters a 
jump on the fall rains, which virtually wipe out hunting in 
some areas. 
Bag limits are recommended to be increased from 6 to 10 
for spec ial mountain quail, 6 to 8 for chukar, and 5 to 8 for 
rabbits. 
The lion season, at present year long, would open 
November 18 and run thru March 31, with closed areas 
around \ osemite and King Canyon — 
Sequoia National 
Parks. The limit would remain one lion and no night 
hunting would be allowed 
Reports having been that archers have been seen 
e a rn ing side arms, the DFG is recommending that archers 
may not possess a side arm while in the field.

Washington's dough-ful Senators 
Owner is short in more ways than one

(Last of Two Parts.) 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — In the space of a few min­ 
utes Washington Senators owner Bob Short casually said 
that he had offered the Oakland A’s $1 million for Reggie 
Jackson, and then said that he recently received an evic­ 
tion notice because he can’t pay the rent on Robert F. 
Kennedy Stadium. 
“At least people can’t say I didn’t go first class,” says 
Short, as he goes with dignity down the drain. 
He owes the federal government, which owns the sta­ 
dium the Senators occupy, 
$1.6 million. And his ex­ 
penses this season have 
grown with the acquisition 
of Denny McLain’s salary, 
Curt Flood’s salary and 
Frank Howard’s r a i s e . 
Three of the highest-sala­ 
ried players in the game. 
And Short still hasn’t paid 
the bill on the panty-hose 
he gave out last season for 
“Sweetheart Night.” 
He sees his problem not 
in personal terms but in 
baseball terms, in commu­ 
nity 
terms, 
in 
national 
terms. 
He believes he is getting 
little or no cooperation from 
the community — or more 
p r e c i s e l y the f e d e r a l 
government. He wants his 
debt dissolved. This would 
put him even, he said, 
since the amount due for 
rent is precisely the amount 
he lost in profit-loss figures. 
“There are

only a handful of teams in baseball that 
_ ’ he said. “The Mets, the Dodgers, the 
Twins, the Red Sox, mavbe the Reds, that’s about it. 
Everybody else gets a red figure. You don’t make money 
in baseball.” 
Short, a red-haired 53-year-old who has been described 
as a huckster and a promotional genius, said he got into 
Wicks and Carr again 
co-players of year 


baseball because he likes sports, and that “baseball is the 
top drawer of sports, at least for my generation.” 
He paid $9 million for the Senators two years ago. It 
was commonly assumed that the huckster got took. Yet 
he had made a million as owner of the Minneapolis-Los 
Angeles Lakers, as owner of a trucking business and hotel 
business and in real estate. He had been mentioned as a 
possible Democratic candidate for governor of Minne­ 
sota. So he wasn’t altogether batty, it was considered, and 
perhaps he knew something others did not. 
And when he deftly enticed Ted Williams to untangle 
himself from his fishing tackle and become manager of 
the Senators, Short indeed showed he had something spe­ 
cial. “Only Bob Short could have done it,” said Williams. 
For years, Washington was first in peace, first in war, 
last in the American League. When Short took over, they 
were last. Last year, last again. And poorer all around. 
He said he has tried to get a partner, and can’t. He said 
he has tried to get big loans from the bank, and can’t. He 
has tried to sell the team, and can’t. “ I tried to sell it to 
Jack Kent Cooke,” he said. “ I sold the Lakers to him. But 
he laughed at me. ‘You’ve gotta be nuts to be in baseball,’ 
he told me.” 
If only they’d forget the rent, pleads Short. “ Why, I 
was even charged $23,000 for the security force in the 
park,” he said. “ Why me? Law and order is the responsi­ 
bility of the government. They put the cops in there so 
private citizens wouldn’t go around slaughtering each 
other.” 
He sees where Minnesota, Milwaukee and the Mets, to 
name three clubs, have agreements with the local 
governments which help defray the cost of rent. “The 
teams couldn’t survive if they didn’t get that help,” he 
said. 
“And why do they get the help? Because the civic offi­ 
cials know that a good team sells hotel rooms, it sells 
hot dogs and steaks, it sells neckties. It’s a civic attrac­ 
tion to bring people into the town. And it should be treated 
like a symphony orchestra. It keeps the local population 
from going bananas. It’s good for the city, it’s good for 
the country.” 
The reason Washington had such bad teams in the past 
is that the owners were never able to pay to get and keep 
good ballplayers. Short tried to reverse the field. But time 
and money are running out. 
“I ’d like to get the hell out of town,” he said, “with or 
without the team.”

Once again the U n i t e d 
States is going through an 
agonized fit of m ass reac­ 
tion to singular sham e. Like 
the public outcry that fol­ 
lowed the past decade’s as­ 
sassinations and urban b ru ­ 
talities, Am ericans are vom ­ 
iting up piles of every em o­ 
tion from sociotal doubt to 
self-guilt to international ra ­ 
cial prejudice. 
But the anger over Wil­ 
liam Calley is different from 
the despair over an assassi­ 
nated John Kennedy. This 
tim e the nation is mourning 
a 
crim e’s 
perpetrator 
in­ 
stead of the victim . Letters 
to one U.S. senator alone, 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, 
run ’“200 to I for Calley,” a 
ratio which the legislator 
calls “ regrettable.” 
The regret is that, as psy­ 
chologist 
E rnest van 
den 
Haag views, 
“ we can be 
cruel enough to m ake a hero 
out of the m urderer of chil­ 
dren in diapers.” But “ w e” 
have. O p i n i o n polls read 
eight of 10 people objecting 
to the Calley d e c i s i o n , 
among them Norris Raw ­ 
lings, a truck driver from 
Iowa: “Calley is like Christ. 
He’s being crucified.” 
Many agree the Calley de­ 
cision will surely affect the 
nation one way or another. 
“ We m ay not suffer, I don’t 
k n o w , ” says psychologist 
Karl M enninger, “ but the 
outcry is so great, with so 
m any people not even know­ 
ing why they are angry, that 
I would say it will have at 
least some lasting (national) 
effect.” 
One m ajor effect has al­ 
ready been recognized. His­ 
torian Henry Steele Com- 
m ager notes that much of 
the Calley reaction comes 
from people who seem to be 
saying, “ After all, he just 
killed a bunch of gooks.” 
C o m m a g e r deplores this 
lack of c o m p a s s i o n for 
“ South Vietnam ese hum an 
beings” and wonders if it 
isn’t a true sign of serious 
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Am erican corruption. “What 
im presses me and depresses 
m e,” he says, “ is this reac­ 
tion seem s to put us in the 
sam e category as Nazi G er­ 
m any; the belief that it’s all 
right to kill inferior people, 
like Jew s or gooks.” 
Com m ager doesn’t partic­ 
ularly believe most A m eri­ 
cans have Nazi tendencies, 
but there are others who are 
not so sure. Dr. Arthur Jan- 
ov, author of “ The P rim al 
Scream ,” says that the na­ 
tion seem s to ascribe to the 
theory of “costum e killing.” 
That is, he explains, “ It’s all 
right to kill people in differ­ 
ent costum es than our own, 
or it’s all right to kill people 
whose thoughts support peo­ 
ple 
in 
different 
costum es 
from our own.” He says Cal- 
ley’s courtroom admission 
that he saw “ the people” of 
Vietnam as his enemy is 
ghastly proof of the costum e 
theory. Viet Cong wear black 
pajam as. Women and chil­ 
dren w ear black pajam as. 
“ So if they w ear a certain 
c o s t u m e , well, th at’s the 
way we dehum anize.” 
If Janov is right, he also 
throws light on the wide as­ 
sumption that much of the 
Calley outcry is a form of 
public feeling of associated 
guilt. Rep. Ronald Dellums, 
(D-Calif.) who is currently 
investigating “ com m and re­ 
sponsibility” in V i e t n a m 
atrocities, says, “ You don’t 
have to be black in this coun­ 
try to be a nigger.” He cites 
Calley as an example. He 
says the lieutenant is a pawn 


of a guilty society: “Ju st as 
we feel sham e for the op­ 
pression of our black people, 
we are now feeling sham e 
for what we have done to 
soldiers like C alley!” 
And this sham e, if th at’s 
what it is, adds University of 
Wisconsin psychologist Sey­ 
mour Halleck, “ is only a 
symptom of our unhappy, 
aim less 
society.” 
Halleck 
says Calley, as well as P resi­ 
dent Kennedy, Sen. Kennedy, 
and Dr. M artin Luther King 
before, are not the causes of 
“the nation’s deterioration” 
but the results of it. “ Calley 
has become a focal point for 
our over-all discontent, our 
disgruntlem ent with the end­ 
less w ar.” 
Halleck feels the Calley 
outrage is another nail in 
the national coffin. He be­ 
lieves the United States, as 
now constituted, c a n n o t 
stand. “Can our society con­ 
tinue with such monumental 
frustrations?” he asks, then 
quickly answ ers “ No.” 
The doomsday prediction, 
in relation to the effects of 
the Calley case, is, of course, 
not universally held. And, in 
fact, if what historian Com­ 
m ager calls “ sober second 
thought” prevails, there are 
several reasons to hope that 
the My Lai m assacre may 
even provoke some painful 
changes for good. 
F r e s h m a n Congressm an 
P arren Mitchell, D-Md., for 
one, insists that “ when peo­ 
ple have tim e to stop and 
think, they’ll start realizing 
what a disservice they do to 


the nation by heroizing Cal­ 
ley.” Mitchell was a World 
War II lieutenant who once 
refused an order to fire over 
the heads of hungry Italian 
refugees who were scroung­ 
ing through U.S. 
m ilitary 
garbage cans. “ I was not 
punished for disobeying that 
im m oral order. Maybe My 
Lai will convince people of 
this and, if so, we are going 
to have a m ore informed 
people and a m ore under­ 
standing A rm y.” 


Mitchell believes the “ self- 
analysis” portion of the Cal­ 
ley outrage is healthy for a 
dem ocracy. Sen. Stevenson 
agrees, adding his wish the 
analysis may lead to a quick- 
end of the Vietnam w ar: “ In 
this case (Calley), the re ­ 
sponse reflects a new aw are­ 
ness about war. It has been a 
lesson in reality. And if all 
the energy supporting Calley 
is turned to ending Vietnam 
it will be a blessing.” 
But the f r u i t f u l conse­ 
quences of the Calley debate 
m ay even go beyond Viet­ 
nam. And reach the soul of 
the nation itself. Psycholo­ 
gist Janov allows the pros­ 
pect that My Lai m ay assist 
in the “ prim alizing” of the 
citizenry, the reversion to 
the original state of national 
priorities: Construction rath ­ 
er than destruction. If so, he 
says, there may be no more 
My Lais, no m ore com bat 
brutalization and no more 
Lieutenant Calleys to rot fur­ 
ther the nation’s weave.

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Let's plant trees 


Last 
week 
the 
city 
joined 
with 
the 
Pederal 
Correctional Institution in dedicating the opening of a 
joint venture — a tree nursery for the city maintained 
and operated at the Federal Correctional Institution. 
The nursery is another of many cooperative ventures 
with the federal institution for the benefit of the Valley. 
The conception of a tree nursery for the city was first 
conceived, many, 
many months ago. by Mr. Richard 
Osmundson. 
a member of the City 
Beautification 
Committee. Mr. Osmundson. a nurseryman, noted that 
the city was presently purchasing trees in five and 15 
gallon size containers. As a nurseryman, he knew that 
small trees in liners and one gallon cans could bé 
purchased at greatly reduced costs. 
The problems which arose were the high maintenance 
cost involved during the early growing period and of 
finding a suitable location for the facility. 
It was 
suggested by Councilman E. C. Stevens that the FCI 
officials be approached. 
The idea was met with 
cooperation and enthusiasm by Warden Frank Kenton.

In addition to fully implementing the tree planting 
program within the city, the facility will be used to grow 
shrubs and flowers used on the island planters and other 
beauty spots. 
It will also serve as an experimental 
station for new types of trees and shrubs, and grafting of 
different varieties that might possibly be more suited to 
Valley weather and conditions. 
We are most happy and enthusiastic that such a 
facility has been established. The tree planting program 
by the city has bogged down considerably in the past few 
years. It is sincerely hoped that the program can now be 
accelerated to a point that when one looks down on this 
beautiful Valley he will see nothing but a sea of green. 
Ecologically speaking, every tree planted releases 
much needed oxygen into the air which helps keeps our 
air fresh and smog-free. 
A good day to start this acceleration would be April 22, 
the repeat of “ Earth D ay." 
When one considers that 
only 31 trees were planted last year, it is certainly a time 
for acceleration.

I came away feeling some of the 
same kinds of feelings that I had 
when I talked with a group of former

converted to religion. 
Both groups impressed me with 
the 
sincerity 
of 
their 
religious 
declarations. 
Members of 
both 
groups proclaimed their absolute 
dedication to the principles of 
Christ 
as 
they 
understood 
the 
meaning of the term. 
On both occasions I came away 
feeling, by golly, if they’ve found 
something that works for them in 
this cockeyed world, hallelujah. 
Their apparent absolute reliance 
on a power stronger than they are is 
comforting in the midst of cynicism 
and despair. 


It 
isn’t 
only 
the 
public 
that 
frequently thinks that government is 
becoming 
horribly 
complicated. 
Government 
officials 
themselves 
think the same way. 
Today, Gene Wahlers, Lompoc 
city administrator, will get together 


with officials of the Housing and 
Urban Development Agency in San 
Francisco to iron out one of those 
recurring complexities that baffle 
credulity. 
The 
session 
will 
be 
incidental to other business, for 
Wahlers, but nevertheless a vastly 
important one. Wahlers wants to 
clarify 
conflicting 
statem ents 
attributed to HUD officials in Los 
Angeles and in San Francisco. It all 
has to do with the acquisition of land 
for the proposed river park east of 
Lompoc. 
The 
conflicts 
apparently 
have 
temporarily stalled progress of the 
park proposal and cast a shadow 
over the open space proposal. 
The 
situation 
is 
nothing 
new. 
There was a time, when life seemed 
much simpler, much less harried, 
but I doubt that this is true. 
Some few years ago, readers may 
recall 
the 
state 
enacted 
laws 
creating Local Agency Formation 
Commissions up and down the state. 
The measures were enacted in 1963 
and a year later it 
was all in 
operation. 
B a s ic a lly , 
the 
com m ission 
provided a review of proposals to 
establish new cities, new districts, 
or 
to 
revise 
city 
or 
district 
boundaries. The law brought some 
sense and reason into the picture. 


Before that time cities up and down 
the state were locked in competitive 
legal battles over the right to annex 
a piece of 
land or whatever. The 
law 
also 
provided 
a 
forum 
for 
residents of areas which were faced 
with annexation, set standards for 
b o u n d a r i e s 
t h a t 
o u t l a w e d 
annexations of less than 600 feet in 
width and so on. 
It is a good law despite criticism 
from some quarters. The law filled 
a vacuum in public affairs that 
needed attention. 
It’s an example of the larger force 
of government doing what private 
initiative could not do. There are 
many other examples. 


Now the affairs of government 
have 
been 
fu rth er 
changed 
particularly in the increasing role 
played by the state in the dispensing 
of federal funds, for airports for 
example, or for sewer systems, or 
for highways. The whole system 
can be simplified and strengthened, 
but for the good we expect of it, 
there has to be. it seems some initial 
discomfort. 


It is up to the public to be vigilant, 
because as government becomes 
bi gger , 
the 
pr i v a t e 
c i t i z e n 
sometimes becomes smaller and 
smaller.

Fulbright's policy 


Senator 
Fulbright, 
speaking at 
Yale University, has stirred the 
animals, by which I do not mean, in 
this 
case, 
Yale 
students. 
The 
headlines 
dealt 
with 
Senator 
Fulbright saying in effect a) that 
Israel’s stubborness should not be 
countenanced, b) that we suffer, in 
our foreign policy, because we can ’t 
understand that we’re really just 
like the Russians; and c) we ought 
to rely more heavily on the United 
Nations. Concerning all of this, a 
few observations: 
1 ) 
T h e 
g o v e r n m e n t 
of 
I s r a e l 
h a s 
announced that it is 
determined to hang 
on to the territories 
it conquered during 
the 1967 war until it 
is 
absolutely as­ 
sured 
t hat 
the 
Arabs will not again 
succeed 
in 
je o ­ 
pardizing the inde­ 
pendence of Israel. 
And 
when 
t he 
I s r a e l is 
w a n t 
a s s u r a n c e , 
they 
mean 
they 
want 
somethi ng 
m ore 
than 
the 
scout’s 
honor of U Thant. 
Now I do not doubt that in fact the 
Israel 
government 
has 
become 
rather fond of the territories it 
acquired during the 1967 war. and 
that 
there 
is 
just 
a 
hint 
of 
disingenuousness 
in 
their saying 
that 
they 
will 
turn 
them 
back 
without a hint of regret the moment 
a solution is arrived at. 
Still Israel has a hard point, which 
is 
simply 
this, that 
the United 
Nations is a slender reed; that even 
if 
the 
United 
States 
were 
to 
guarantee the new border, it is just 
plain unlikely that the United States 
would go to war against the Soviet 
Union to 
guarantee that treaty. 
After all, the observance of treaties 
is something that Senator F’ulbright 
has done his best to make altogether 
unfashionable. So that, it is fair to 
say, the reluctance of Israel traces 
to a considerable extent to the 
influence of Senator Fulbright in 
campaigning for the United States 
government to treat informally its 
overseas commitments. 
2) Senator Fulbright gives full 
expression to the modish point of 
view, first popularized by General 
de Gaulle when he spoke with equal 
d i s d a i n 
a b o u t 
“ t h e 
t w o 
hegemonies,’’ that after all, Russia 
is simply acting like a great power, 
and what is all the fuss about? 
Listen. “ This is not to suggest that 
the 
Russians 
are 
lacking 
in 
ambitions in the Middle East. There 
is no doubt that they desire to 
maximize their 
influence’ in the 
Arab world and that they derive 
gratification 
from 
sailing 
their 
warships around the Mediterranean. 
This, however, is normal behavior 
for a great power: it is quite similar 
to our own. We too keep a fleet in the 
Mediterranean, which is a good deal 
farther from our shores than it is 
from the Soviet Union; and our main 
objection to Soviet influence’ in the 
Arab countries is that it detracts 
from our own. Were it not for the 
fact that they are Communists — 
and therefore ‘bad’ people — while 
we are Americans — and therefore 
good’ people — our policies would 
be nearly indistinguishable.’’ 
I defy any historian to come up 
with a stretch of prose of equivalent 
length 
which 
can 
match 
the 
impacted ignorance and perversity 
of this one. Senator Fulbright might 
as 
well 
say 
that 
there 
is 
no 
difference between the man who 
pushes the old lady in order to get 
her out of the way of an oncoming 
bus, and the man who pushes the old 
lady in order to put her in the way of 
an oncoming bus. Surely there is 
somebody on Senator Fulbright’s 
staff who could come up with a list 
of the nations of Europe and the 
world occupied by the United States 
military during the Second World 


War. from which we withdrew most 
gladly; and then come up with a list 
of the nations of this world from 
which 
the 
Communists 
have 
withdrawn, a list which begins and 
ends with Austria. One wonders that 
Senator Fulbright can hope to be 
taken seriously when he frames his 
analyses in such ahistorical, not to 
amoral, contexts. 
And finally, 3) the senator asks us 
to put more faith in the United 
Nations. 
Now, 
he 
says 
this 
— 
remember — in the name of the new 


realism! The 1967 war in the Middle 
East was the proximate result of the 
aphronic withdrawal of the frontier 
- keeping troops, as ordered by — 
the 
United- 
Nations. 
Senator 
Fulbright spoke disdainfully of “ the 
power politics of the 19th century.’’ 
The 
19th 
century! 
The 
most 
peaceable century in the history of 
the world! And asks us, instead, to 
put 
“ faith 
in 
the 
validity 
a r j 
viability 
of 
the 
United 
Nations 
idea. 
No wonder Abba Eban wants 
to make his own foreign policy.

This fellow called our office in 
great excitement the other day. 
“There must be a mistake,’’ he 
felt. “ Dan Grant wouldn't do such a 
thing.

What Grant did was to let out a 
story, 
obviously

projects in Goleta Valley. 
This 
fellow 
pointed 
out 
the 
incongruities of the situation. 
“ It seems impossible that Grant 
hasn't caught on ... this sort of thing 
is 
clearly 
passe 
now 
... 
like 
C h a m b e r 
of 
C o m m e r c e 
Boosterism ." 
He 
said 
“ nobody 
wants new roads on the South Coast 
these days.’’ 
He clearly was upset. 
“The Courthourse crowd is saying 
it could be a political blunder. This 
sort of news incredibly given top 
billing 
by 
some unaware editor 
leaves the natives apathetic ... and 
fearful. 
“ Why, it was just the other day a 
valley citizens advisory committee 
cam e out 
with a 
report saying 
density must be controlled... and 
here we have something promoting 
more traffic, and more density.’’ 
As the fellow kept rattling away, 
we dimly remembered what George 
Bliss said the other day about new 
roads, and how the natives react to 
them these days. 
“ If you even put a road line on a 
General 
Plan 
map 
these 
days, 
people are afraid it will become a 
freeway,” said George. He should 
know. 
He 
conducted 
weeks 
of 
citizens’ hearings on a new road 
plan for Carpinteria Valley. They 
wound up with all new road plans 
tossed into the round file. 
New roads through the flower 
fields? Forget it. Straighter, faster, 
wider roads? Are you crazy? A loop 
road system to circulate the cars 
around faster and better? Nertz to 
that, too. The vote was resoundingly 
for continuance of the quiet status 
quo. 
The road commissioner, Leland 
Steward, was told, in effect, the 
projected road grid would bring on 
row homes covering the hills, strip 
commercial spreading like eczema. 
Four gas stations to each corner ... 
acres of shopping centers. 
Within minutes, it seemed, the 
“ green revolution” has swept on to 
S u m m e r l a n d . 
T h e 
o l d - t i m e 
spiritualist colony has folks today 
also hankering for the simple life. 
They 
have 
enough 
roads. 
Now 
they’re asking the roadmen and the 
planners to scrub out those plans for 
two new roads there. 
The Chamber of Commerce seems 
resigned to a thing it can no longer 
understand. 
Our telephonic friend said the 
anti-road 
revolution 
is 
hitting 
Montecito with a bang 
“ One of the biggest packets of 
p r o t e s t 
l e t t e r s 
in 
c o u n t y 
government history is piling up in 
supervisors’ files these days,” our 
informant went on. 
“ Guess what it is all about?” he 
asked. 


We guessed it might be about 
roads. It was. 
The Road Department thought in 
the 
interests 
of 
modernity

giving traffic a push on beautiful old 
Sheffield Rd. it could delineate in 
the master plan how the road could 
be redone and straightened out.
